SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 


abet to latest advices from London England, the Bri- 
tish Governmen, in the event of an European war threaten- 


ing the security of France, has promised to send to the continent 
two mechanized divisions fully equiped and trained as the spear- 
head of an expeditionery force, and has already completed plans 
for their maintainance and expansion as the necessities of the oc- 
cassion may require. 

This calls to mind, the facts applicable to the situa- 
tion as it stood in 1914 and as it in fact obtained from 1906 until 
then. _In_his book entitled “Adventure” Brigadier General Seeley, 
who later on was destined to lead Canadians into action recites 
the facts. 


As Secretary for war in the British Cabinet in_ 1906 
it fell to the lot of General Seeley to be instrumental in conducting 
the negotiations whith ‘resulted’ in” arrangements being~ made- for 
the sending of a British Expeditionary force of 100,000 men to 
France in the event of Germany attempting to invade France and 
violating neutrality of Belgium. Plans for the shipment of this 
force was revised annually for it was certain even in 1906 that 
sooner or later Germany and Britain had to come to grips, and in 
1914 this 100,000 or “The Old Contemptibles” landed in France 
with a speed and efficiency which amazed the world. 


General Seeley records that after the negotiations 
were completed and ‘Britain had definitely committed herself to 
sending this small army, a mere subaltern on the French General 
staff delivered a statement which, speaking from memory was 
somewhat as follows: “That he was very glad. He would have 
been just as glad had Britain promised to send only a platoon, for 
if he had anything to do with it, he would see to it that they 
were all kllled off with as much expedition as possible, for then he 
would know that the whole might and power of the British Empire 
would be thrown into fray.” 


Coming from an ordinary Tom, Dick or Harry this 
statement may not have meant much. But the speaker was not 
an ordinary Tom, Dick or Harry. He was in fact no less a person 
that the late General Foch. And if there is a Foch on the 1939 
edition of the French General Staff we imagine that today he would 
utter somewhat similar sentiments, with probably as much accuracy 
in estimating the effort to be made by the British Empire.
